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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The withdrawal of the appeal as to claims 1-25 except claims 10 and 19 operates as an 
authorization to cancel these claims from the application or reexamination proceeding. See 
MPEP § 1215.03. Accordingly, these claims are canceled. (This is according to section 12.121- 
Withdrawal of Appeal as to some of the Claims on Appeal - or Partial Appeal procedure). 

2. Claims 1 -25 have been cancelled. 

3. Since claim 10 and claim 19, which are dependent claims, are rejected in the examiner's 
answer. Although claims 10 and claim 19 are appealed by the applicants and reversed by the 
board; however, claims 10 and 19 can not stand alone by themselves. Since the applicant did not 
modify any claim 10 and claim 19 incorporated into the rejected and appealed withdrawn 
independent claim 1 and independent claim 11. All claims are being treated as canceled claims. 
Therefore, no claim is pending for reconsideration or reexamination.
